The Postofflce Bill Disposed 


of by the Senate. 


SECRETARY SMITH CRITICISED 


•"He Might Just as Well Be Making 


Speeches In Georgia as to 


Be la His Office." 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—tin postofflce 


appropriation bill which haa engrossed 
the attention of the senate for almost a 
week, wan passed by that body just pre- 
vious to adjournmenttoday. The>ntire 
day, with the eiceptioc of a few min- 
utes at the beginning o! the session, was 
: devoted to debate anil voting upon the 
amendments proposed to the bill, the 
Wolcott amendment for the consolida- 
tion of smaller offices>ith larger ones 
receiving the greater share of attention. 
The discussion on this proposition again 
took the' form of a debate upon the 
merits of civil service reform, and was 
participated in by Messrs. Vilas, Wol- 
cott, Allen, Hill, Hoar, Gorman, Stew- 
art and others. 
There 
were some 


rather spicy dialogues between Messrs. 
Vilas and Allen and between Messrs. 
Wolcott and Hill. Mr. Wolcott criti- 
cised Secretary. Smith for his participa- 
tion in the Georgia campaign and was 
replied to by Mr. Hill. The amend- 
ment was defeated by a decisive Vote, 
receiving only seven votea in its sup- 


Mr. Yilas hoped that the authority of 


the postmaster general to establish sub- 
offices would not be curtailed. Mr.Gor- 
man had raised the question of civil 
service relorm, and has "uncorked the 
bottle and let out the eenius of opposi- 
tion to civil service reform." 


Asked by Mr. Allen if any good had 


been accomplished by civil service re- 
form, Mr. Vilas replied that it had op- 
erated in 1885,1889 and 1803 to relieve 
the public officers from a part of the 
clamor, at least of office seekers. It 
had given relief to senators and repre- 
sentative: and to the holders of execu- 
tive offices. He considered the system 
an excellent one, and said that only the 
initiatory benefits had been received. 


Mr. Allen characterized Mr. Vilas' re- 


marke on civil service reform as a 
Fourth of July effort. 
He, Allen, 


wanted him to point out the cold factfl 
and give particulars in which the coun- 
try had been benefited. 


Mr. Hoar, Republican of Massachus- 


etts, declared there were three men who 
ought to have credit lor tbe great ac- 
complishment and reform in the civil 
eervtce, viz.: Dorrari 15. Baton, Senator 
Hawley of Connecticut and Theodore 
Koosvelt, who had been bold, courage- 
ous and intelligent He did not think 
President Cleveland, who had done 
a great many good things during his ad- 
ministration, deserved to be written 
ery high on the scroll. Civil eervlce.the 


the amount for such special 
facilities to »175.000, was de- 


feated—19 to 33. The bill was then 
passed. 
The conference report on the agricul- 
tural bill was agreed to.

HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The house 


spent the day debating a bill to fli the 
standard of weights and measures by 
tbe adoption of the metric system on 
and after July 1, 1898, and a proposi- 
tion that the government share with the 
District of Columbia the eipense of cre- 
ating and maintaining a public library 
in the city of Washington. The latter 
was defeated, 113 to 127. and the fate of 
the metric system bill still hangs in the 
balance. On a rising vote it-was de- 
feated, 65 to 80, but Mr. 0. W. Stone of 
Pennsylvania, chairman of the commit- 
tee on coinage, weights and measures, 
who has given the subject much atten- 
tion and 8npported.it, secured the ayes 
andnajre.and pending the roll callthe 
house adjourned. Mr. C. W. Stone 
spoke of the great embarrassment the 
use of our present system entailed iu 
connection with our foreign trade and 
the inextricable confusion it involved. 
The metric system had proved a com- 
plete success. It was international in 
character, 
almost universal in me 


among civilized nations^ 
Mr. Bartlett, Democrat of New York, 


opposed the adoption of what he de- 
nominated "this French continental 
system." 
Gentlemen bad come to him since the 


debate began and had appealed to him, 
saying: "Let us adopt this interna- 
tional system and it will pave the way 
for international bimetallism, on which 
all our hopes are concentrated." [Laugh- 


He thought it absurd to attempt to 


force this system on 70,000,000 people 
after a few hoars of unscientific debate. 


Mr. Otey, Democrat of Virginia, op- 


posed the bill in a picturesquely humor- 
ous speech, in which he said it wonld be 
as easy for htm to learn German or San- 
script as the metric system. He took a 
table of the metric system, said he, and 
looked in vain for the wet measure. 
"Where'e our measure of whisky?" he 
Inquired. "I venture to say Kentucky 
will have something to say about the 
adoption of this new tangled system. 
Her delegation will be solidly opposed 
to It." [Laughter.] 


An adjournment followed before the 


yea and nay vote was taken.

tention to that abuse by officials of the 
present administration. One of them 
was now barn-ntanning in Georgia in 
favor of gold monometallism. He should 
have called attention to the matter bo- 
fore had it not been for the fact that it 
was better that he was away than here, 
so.far aa attention to public business 
was concerned. 
Mr. Hill, Democrat of New York, 


asked if cabinet officers had not the 
right to make political speeches. 


Mr. Wolcott replied that such officers 


bad no right to make speeches to the 
neglect of their public duties. 


Mr. Hill called attention to the fact it 


was customary for cabinet officers to 
make political speeches, and in this con- 
nection he referred to Gladstone and 
Salisbury. 
Mr. Wolcott C3mmented on what he 


regarded the failure of the secretary of 
the interior to carry out the law in re- 
gard to the Uncompahgre Indian reser- 
vation in Utah, and that regarding pat- 
ents to Pacific railroad lands, and 
added that he, might just as< well be 
making speeches in Georgia as to be in 
bis office.

PAiLADBtrniA, April 7.—A thrilling 


story of shipwreck and a narrow escape 
from death at the hands of Snaniards 
patrolling the south coast of Cuba was 
told today by Mate William Adams of 
tbe British bark Earncliff, which was 
recently wrecked on the small Island 
known as Cape do Oruz, lying to the 
southeast of Cuba. Mate Adorns, with 
seven other members of tbe crew, ar- 
rived here from St. James on board the 
Earn line steamship Earnwood. He 
says the craw took to the open boats 
when the vessel struck, as she became 
a total wreck, and pulled lor the shore 
o[ the island,'expecting to land. They 
were faint from exhaustion but were 
driven back into their boats by Spanish 
soldiers, and their only alternative was 
to row north to Manzanilla a distance of 
seventy-five miles, which port took 
them forty hours to reach. Their suffer- 
ings were intense, as tho heat became 


They were hailed at 1 o'clock, March 


2d. by a Spanish man-of-war. Mate 
Adams could not got her name, but she 
made them come along side, and officers 
came into tne boat and searched her 
from stem to stern. AH protested that 
they were only shipwrecked seamen, 
but the Spaniards never offered to take 
them on board. After about an hour's 
detention they were set adrift, and on 
the evening of the following day, more 
dead than alive, they reached Manzaa- 
llla. Here they were again detained for 
some time until the Spanish authori- 
ties satisfied themselves they were not 
Sllibusters.

The platform is con- 
fined almost entirely to protection and 
bimetallism, and the sense of the con- 
vention is expressed in the following 
language: 
"We believe in a protective tariff; we 


believe in reciprocity; we believe in bi- 
metallism, which IB the full recondition 
alike of gold and silver, and their free 
coinage in the mints of the nation at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. 
"We contemplate with sorrow and 


ebatne the spectacle which our country 
presents today because of the attempt 
to substitute for a protective tariff a 
tariff for revenue, and because of the 
destruction of silver as money of final 
redemption. 
'.'We hold that a policy which has 


filled the land with idle men, which 
takes from labor its honest reward, 
which doubles the burden of debt, 
which amid bountiful harvests in a time 
of profound peace makes necessary the 
issuing of hundreds of millions of dollars 
wortti of interest, bearing bonde in order 
to meet the current expenses of the 
government, is an impeachment of both 
the intelligence and integrity of those 
who control our government. 
"We hold that fta a tariff for revenue 


has failed to restore prosperity, a pro- 
tective tariff, an long as the money of 
the country is held, ounce for ounce, 100 
per cent higher than the money of the 
orient, and of Spanish-America, is im- 
potent to save our farmers and manu- 
facturers against a competition which 
they are helpless to meet, and we re- 
pudiate the belief that protection with- 
out bimetallism can restore prosperity. 


•'We cordially endorse the stand taken 
in the national legislature by western 
senators and representatives in-behalf 
of holding bimetallism and protection 
together as one. 
" We ask our delegates to St. Louis to 


do their utmost to secure in the national 
Republican platform a full acknowledg- 
ment of the Imperative need of a return

under any conditions which may arise 
in the future. Possibilities of a sale of 
the property, of reorganization, or a 
change in its control under any method 
were considered. There waa a unanim- 
ity of sentiment that the. bill should be 
drawn to make the government's lien 
absolutely ironclad and impossible to 
transfer or displace, but no satisfactory 
wording of the bill was drawn. The 
subject will be further considered at the 
next meeting. Tl<e bill on which the 
committee is working and which it will 
probably report in an amended form, is 
that of tbe Pacific Cable Company of 
New York. Several amendments were 
made today. The most important one 
reduces the amount of the annual sub* 
sidy for twenty years from $160,000, the 
company'e proposition, to $130,000. An- 
other amendment to insure the comple- 
tion of the cable to China was adopted, 
as some members thought the company 
might conclude not to extend it beyond 
Japan. Other amendments were added, 
which were mostly in order to leave no 
loophole which might be the basis of a 
controversy in the future.

reform government, claiming it was un- 
der tbe rule of "gang" politicians and 
voted with tbe Republicans.

because' of their being previously sus- 
pended from the order.

They are opposed by an equal 
number of the Nicaraguan rebels under 
General Ortia at Ohinandega. Presi- 
dent Zelaya'a troops, on the other hand, 
occupy Nogarote and Matoare, near the 
wcBtern shore of Lako Managua. They 
are apparently few in number, or they 
would have made a demonstration be- 
fore this in favor ol their Honduran 
allies, who entered Nicaragua north of 
Leon, the rebel capital, nearly a month 
ago, to co-operate with Zelaya to take 
thai place. 
It is reported today that General 


Boreas' Insurgent troops under Generals 
Ohivara, Hederro and Larias, near Na- 
ff arote, are taking advantage of the long 
inaction of Kelaya's troops at Najarote 
and are flanking their position, threat- 
ening Managua, the capital. All three 
of these armies are largely made up .of 
undisciplined 
and easily frightened 


Mozos. However, tbey are now occupy- 
ing tbe beat bouses in the pueblos ac- 
companied by their women, with no 
work to do, and in leas danger than they 
arc when peaceably occupied. There ia 
little disposition to fight.

long to it can be counted on very few 
fingers. (This "uninformed" mass in- 
cludes the ^overwhelming majority oi 
merchants, contractors and artisons, 
and no small;, proportion of bankers be- 
long to it. 


As against this great body of men, 


Mr. Clews ia mistaken in supposing 
that the knowledge and information of 
the world is held by the few men who 
control much money. On the contrary .„„„,„„ 
the intelligence of the nation is born 01 e,lt;stSi „[ tourse. 
and embodied in these same 
"unin- 


formed" masses. The schemer wholtas 
his own plans for manipulating the 
country's money to carry into effect, 
may look on the final action of such 
masses with the doubt that Mr. Olews 
betrays, hut honest and intelligent men 
must know that the life of the country 
is in their keeping i! there shall be life 
lo: it. 


Among the most hopeful symptoms of

Maun Scliool District—Ke- 


liorts Filed. 


The committee appointed to hnnt the 


aliasing 112.000 from the swamp land 
fund has not yet found it. The Board 
of Supervisors 
yesterday 
authorized 


Peter C. Jnrgens to procure from the 
state comptroller such information as is 
necessary to complete hia report on 
Fresno county's share in this awamp 
and overflow land fund, which appears 
to be missing. Mr. Jurgens and S. L. 
Qogue were appointed by the board to 
investigate tho condition of this fund 
from the organization of the county till 
the present time. They have prosecuted 
their inquiry as far as possible with the 
records at hand, but in order to com- 
plete the investigation they find it neces- 
sary to consult stale records. 


Some time ago a new school district 


was formed 6y tho supervisors and 
named Mann. Since that time some of 
the people affected have expressed their 
dissatisfaction witb the district, claim- 
ing that it cuts otherMistricts in an un- 
desirable way. They have asked for a 
rehearing, and the Board of Supervisors 
have fixed Monday, April 13th, 2 p.m., 
as the time for all parties interested to 
be at the meeting of the supervisors and 
present the case as they understand it. 


The board gave consideration to cer-

MCWHIRTER INSURANCE CASC. 


Extract! From the Opinion Filed 


. 
by tbe Court. 


The Call of yesterday b«« the follow- 


init concerning Uie decision in the Me- 
Whirtor iuiurauee cane: 


The appeal was based on the groundi 


that McWhirter concealed from the in- 
surance company the fact that he had 
enemies who threatened bin life; that 
the court erred in charging the jury to 
the effect that tlio presumption was that 
McWhirter did not kill himself and for 
not giving certain instructions requested 
by the defendant; also that the demur- 
rer to the complaint interposed by tho 
plaintiff in orroi should have been BUS- 


'""The cause ol »f«<>n." »"',,ir"d"S 
Knowles, "accrued before the tiling ol 
the complaint. Hence tho demurrer 
was not well taken upon fhia point, it 
should also bo noted that after the d». 
murrer was overruled the insurance 
company liled its answer, m which there 
is no pretense tnat the cause of action 
had not accrued and wont to trial upon 
the merits of the case. Unless the 
complaint clearly failed to state a cause 
of action such action waived the demur- 


"Ican seo no error in rejecting tbe 


evidence oi liernhard. It was sought to 
show that McWhirter about four years 
before bis death eaid to Bernhard that 
if be ever did anything which would 
bring disgrace upon himself or his fam- 
ily he would kill himself. There was no 
attempt to show that McWInrter bad, 
as a matter ol fact, done anything that 
had brought disgrace upon himself or 
his family. It is true he had been ar- 
rested upon a charge which he declared 
was without foundation. Thie doss no', 
show lliat he had done the act which 
would induce bis suicide according to 
his own declaration. That he had ever 
upon any conditions thought of commit- 
ting suicide seems to have been regard- 
ed as pertinent in the caee. I do not 
conceive this to be correct. 


"Many a man has talked ol suicitle in 


the way McWhirter did, and upon tbe 
occasion without any intention of com- 
mitting the deed. Then the purpose ex- 
pressed waa ao conditioned and eo re- 
mote that I cannot conceive that any 
presumptions were raised upon the 
point at issue. If there were any pre- 
sumptions to be raised by such a de- 
claration, I would say that it would^bo 
that McWhirter waa a man so BetlEttlvo 
as to his honor that he would not con- 
template the committing of suicide with 
tho view of defrauding a life insurance 
company. 
"The alleged error as to the charge of 


the court to tho jury that the Drcsump- 
tion was that McWhirter did not kill 
limscll has already been sustained by 
the supremo court. In thia cage tho 
riaintil'f in error in the court below aa- 
iumed the burden ol proof and under- 
took to allow that McWhiiUr did kill 
himself. This was upon tho theory that 
the presumption waa that McWhirter 
did not commit suicide. The contention 
of tho plaintiff in error cannot be main- 
tained upon tins assignment." 


Tho court held that tltere were no 


specified threats against the life of the 
accused and concealed by him from the 
insurance company shown in tho evi- 
dence, hut there was evidence of state- 
ments ol political enemies, of appre- 
hension of bodily injury. But there 
was no fear of death from them.
